PRICES IN 1942 


“What will you get for your 1942 pigs?” 


A year ago, only a seventh son of a sev- 
enth son would have taken a chance on an- 
swering a question like that. But now any 
farmer can answer it by saying: 


“Not less than $8. Maybe more.” 


Congress has ordered the secretary of ag- 
riculture, for the period of the emergency, 
to support the hog market so average prices 
will not be allowed to drop below 85 per 
cent of parity. Parity for hogs, now, is 
around $9.75. And 85 per cent of parity is 
$8.29. This is the price on the farm. 


By the time the 1942 hogs go to market, 
parity may be $10 or more. Parity rises with 
the cost of goods farmers buy. Parity for 
hogs was only $9.24 last January; it is now 
51 cents higher. 


How long does this pledge of price sup- 
port run? Certainly thru 1942 and probably 
longer. Butterfat (farm price on a national 
average) is given a bottom of 28.1 cents. 
Eggs have a bottom of 23.9 cents. 


What about the earlier pledge for Chicago 
prices of $9 average for hogs, 31 cents for 
butter and 22 cents for eggs? 


The two pledges are on about the same 
level. An $8.29 farm price for hogs checks 
with the $9 Chicago price. A farm price of 
23.9 cents for eggs is better than the earlier 
promise of 22 cents at Chicago. The farm 
butterfat price of 28.1 cents is close to a 
Chicago butter figure of 31 cents. 


Farm prices are above these figures now. 
They may stay above. But farmers can ex- 
pand production with much more confidence 
because they knew that they won’t average 
less than $8 for their hogs, or 23 cents for 
their eggs, or 28 cents for their butterfat in 
the next year.

shipping corn out of a deficit county in the 
fall and then shipping twice as much back in 
the spring. Corn storage to prevent unneces- 
sary moving of corn supplies is one aim of 
the ever-normal granary. 

In the hope of encouraging local storage in 
the eastern corn belt and of making it easier 
to move corn where needed, the AAA is re- 
ported to be considering a loan rate for west- 
ern Iowa, Nebraska and South Dakota that 
will be 5 cents under the central Illinois rate. 
There seems a possibility that if the corn belt 
average is 70 cents, the western Iowa rate may 
be 65 cents and the Ohio rate 75 cents. 

Farmers in northwestern Iowa don’t think 
much of this change. They would rather get 
the flat rate, seal more corn and build more 
cribs. Apparently, there will be more diseus- 
sion of the need for a differential before the 
corn loan is finally announced.

Thief Punished at Last 


Justice, after considerable delay, 
finally caught up with two poultry 
thieves who stole thirty-six White 
Rock chickens from our Service Bu- 
reau. member, John Blotzer, who 
lives in Plattsmouth, Cass county, 
Nebraska. 

Several nights after Blotzer’s chick- 
ens disappeared, two men were cap- 
tured some distance from the Blotzer 
farm, in the act of preparing for an- 
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other raid on poultry owners in the 
vicinity. 

A number of sacks used by the 
thieves in carrying off chickens were 
found in their possession. Tire tracks 
of the car they were driving and their 
own footprints matched those found 
in the vicinity of Blotzer’s chicken 
house. 

John Wiese, one of the thieves, 
was sentenced, but appealed to the 
supreme court. More than a year 
later, the supreme court affirmed the 
decision of the lower court and Wiese 
is to serve one year on each of two 
theft charges in the Nebraska state 
penitentiary. Charles Wheeler, an ac- 
complice of Wiese, was in the mean- 
time sentenced on a similar charge 
in another county. 

The Service Bureau reward check 
was mailed to Blotzer, inasmuch 
he furnished the clues leading to the 
conviction.

When Family Orchards Are Replanted \ ex,

Many lowans knew the freeze 
last winter killed their apple 
trees, realized it anew when 
Spring brought no blossoms, but 
the disaster didn’t seem quite 
real until the apple season came 
around, and there were no apples 
to munch under the trees, none 
for pies and sauce, none to store 
away in the cellar for winter eat- 
ing. That’s why farmers are now 
thinking about replanting, and 
why Kent Pellet, in this article, 
gives some advice on the subject.

Many Iowa farm families are now 
scratching their heads, debating as 
to whether or not to start ,another 
orchard, and how to prevent another 
disaster.

Pack Your Bee Colonies 


Pack your colonies for winter, if 
you expect to make money at bee- 
keeping. 

After a five-year survey, investi- 
gators at the Ohio experiment sta- 
tion reported that losses in unpacked 
colonies will be so severe that in two 
years out of five honey production 
will be unprofitable and a gradual 
depletion of the honey-bee popula- 
tion will result. 

The Ohio investigators concluded 
from their survey that colonies 
packed in two-story hives would suf- 
fer the least winter loss. 

If the colonies are normal, the 
winter losses can be practically elim- 
inated by supplying insulation equal 
to four inches on the sides and ends, 
two inches on the bottom and eight 
inches on the top of the hives.

Bees Make a Living for One of lowas Small 


Farmers—He Has Less Than Two Acres 


T’S a little difficult to say whether 

Russell Smalley, of Story county, 
lowa, is a small acreage farmer, one 
of the biggest acreage farmers in 
the state, or a man engaged in a 
commercial enterprise. 

A little more than five years ago, 
when Smalley obtained a loan from 
the Farm Security Administration, 


he was ten-acre farm.

Russell Smalley, of Story county, lowa, 
has 500 stands of bees.

With his FSA loan, he brought his 
“livestock” up to three cows, four 
Pigs, 75 hens and 25 stands of bees. 


With the help of the extension 
Service in bee-keeping, he slowly 
expanded his bee business, while 
Mrs. Smalley helped conserve 
family income by canning and 
Storing vegetables and fruits. 


However Smalley may be classi- 
fied, as a small or a big acreage 
farmer, or a commercial operator, 
‘ince he was given his first start 
toward rehabilitation by the FSA, 
€ has paid off that loan and now 
borrows operating funds as he needs 
them from the banks. 

He still considers himself a spe- 
Cialized small acreage farmer. He 
feels that the home management 





practices which Mrs, Smalley han- 
dles, the record keeping and the as- 
sistance of the extension service (t 
which he sends quarterly letters of 
observations on bee-keeping) have 
made it possible for him to have a 
new home, build and equip his bee 
house, buy a new electric washer and 


other home conveniences. 


In 1940, Smalley extracted and 
shipped close to 100,000 pounds 
of bulk honey from his “bee 
house,” or extraction plant, in 
the back yard of his home. 


Today, the Smalleys live on an 
acre to an acre and a half plot where 
live-at-home gardening is still car 
ried on—a plot smaller than 
their former ten acres. But they rent 
twenty to twenty-five plots of one- 
fourth to one-half acre each, usually 
wood plots, for the 500 stands of 
bees they are now operating. This 
brings the total used acreage back 
to about the original ten. 

The bees, in their turn, however, 
harvest the honey nectar of thou- 
sands of acres of clover for Smalley, 
pollinating the blossoms as they cov- 
er an area many times greater than 
the little farm of the Smalleys.

We Cull the Flock 


To the Editor: Ina way, it is sat- 
isfving to have things settle down to 
normal. That which we think of as 
“normal” gets monotonous, too. The 
regular filling of feed hoppers, wa- 
ter fountains and doing the neces- 
sary cleaning and the hundred and 
one other things that people who 
have chickens do. 

About the only unusual thing that 
has happened to us was a little three- 
day trip we took to the north and 
east. It was a great occasion. 


The little nephew came the 
evening before we left, and I 


We saw many large flocks of 
chickens on the road from our place 
in southern Iowa up to Minnesota. 
Most of these flocks were white. 
They either had not been shut in or 
they had been let out before 5 a. m., 
as I saw them scattered about all 
over their vards. We saw some big 
flocks of turkeys too, and several 
hatcheries. 

Chickens did not seem to be very 
numerous in the part of Wisconsin 
that we saw. One man told us that 
most people kept a few chickens, 
but not too many, as they did not 
have much extra corn. 

Wisconsin farms have plenty of 
oats, tho. They get much more to the 
acre than we do. This man said his 
oats weren’t very good this year— 
only 5&8 bushels to the acre! (Ours 
had gone 44 or a little more.)

northeastern lowa, and 1! don’t 
remember about chickens. There 
were signs out about worms and 
bait and so on! 


We were interested in the farms 
and hay fields extending up to the 
bluffs. Some people seem able to do 
so much against all sorts of ob- 
stacles. Some of the rest of us do 
not make use of our good land. We 
should be more intensive about our 
farming. 

We enjoyed seeing the beautiful 
herds of dairy cattle, and were glad 
to see our own when we reached 
home. The dog was delighted to see 
us, but at home in the community 
things had gone on very well with- 
out us. We decided that we were not 
very important. 

The thing that seemed to be most 
pressing when we came home was 
getting the voung chickens into the 
new shelter. The shelter adjoins the 
brooder house, and a goodly number 
of the chickens roost in it now. Of 
course, it would have been better to 
have had it sooner, while it was so 
hot. (The chickens have lost a good 
many feathers.) 

There just wasn’t any “slack” time 
or any kind of a pause in farming 
activities, so it couldn’t be helped. 
The shelter will be nice to have for 
another vear. It can even be board- 
ed upon each end and use as a brood- 
er house, a hog house, a sheep house 

-or, aS my husband says, a tourist 
cabin. 


The shelter has about $20 worth 
of lumber and roofing in it, and 
some chicken netting besides 
that. It is 10 feet long and has 
five pairs of rafters. It is en- 
closed with wire netting or tin 
clear to the ground—a very nice 
building. 


I suppose it would not be safe for 
small chickens, but so far these large 
ones are all right. I think a rat could 
dig under if it wanted to do so. I 
won't put little chickens or “tour- 
ists” in it without a floor. 

The rain blew in the west end the 
other day, but the sun shines in, so 
it will soon be dry again. We just 
opened a door on the west end of 
the brooder house into this new 
house. It can be moved any place 
quite easily. 


We had the hens culled about 
a week ago. The man seemed 
very careful. He took 57 out and 
left us with 134. 


I think there was a hen at the barn 
that didn’t get counted. He said they 
were in good shape, but a little too 
fat—most of them. He advised feed-
